Sir, 

Introductory. 

We  beg  to  submit  a  Statement  of  Accounts  showing  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
of  the  Joint  War  Committee  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Order  of  St.  John 
of  Jerusalem  for  the  second  year  ended  20th  October,  1916. 

We  present  our  Accounts  somewhat  later  than  last  year.  The  delay  is  caused  partly 
by  the  high  pressure  at  which  our  staff  are  working,  partly  by  the  great  increase  in  our 
activities  and  the  extension  of  the  area  of  our  operations,  and  partly  by  the  loss  of  the 
original  Accounts  from  the  East  through  the  torpedoing  of  the  s.s.  Arabia.  To  expedite 
the  preparation  of  the  Accounts,  the  books  of  our  more  distant  Commissions  were  balanced 
during  the  first  week  in  October.  In  normal  times  it  would  take  many  weeks  to  collect 
and  incorporate  returns  from  places  so  distant  as  Mesopotamia  and  British  East 
Africa,  and,  under  present  conditions,  we  are  of  opinion  that  accounts,  so  voluminous  as 
ours,  have  been  prepared,  audited  and  published  with  a  minimum  of  delay. 

In  order  to  show  the  whole  of  our  Income  and  Expenditure  since  the  Joint  Committee 
came  into  existence,  we  give  in  parallel  columns  the  accounts  of  our  main  funds  for  1915 
and  1916,  with  grand  totals  for  the  two  years.  If  the  duration  of  the  war  calls  for  further 
yearly  statements  from  us,  they  will  be  presented  in  this  form,  so  that  the  whole  of  our 
Income  and  Expenditure,  and  not  merely  the  Accounts  for  the  preceding  year,  may 
be  fully  and  clearly  set  forth. 

We  need  not  repeat  the  statement  which  we  made  twelve  months  ago  as  to  the 
procedure  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Those  who  are  interested  in  our  methods  are 
invited  to  refer  to  our  last  Report. 

We  assume  that  you  wish  us  to  comment  on,  and  explain,  the  Accounts  as  we  did 
last  year,  because,  though  our  Report  is  addressed  nominally  to  the  Joint  War  Committee, 
it  is  actually  compiled  for  a  wider  public  who  are  less  familiar  with  the  details  of  our  work.

GENERAL  FUND.    [Pages  14-17] 

Donations,  etc.,  £'1,834,612  17s.  iod. — The  outstanding  feature  in  our  Accounts  this 
year  is  the  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  donations  we  have  received.    The  receipts, 
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which  are  dealt  with  in  this  Fund,  relate  solely  to  the  free  money  we  have  received. 
Monies  earmarked  for  a  specific  fund  figure  in  the  account  of  that  fund.  We  attribute 
the  increase  in  our  receipts  chiefly  to  the  growing  confidence  of  the  public  in  our  ability 
to  apply  their  generosity  to  the  needs  of  the  sick  and  wounded  with  a  maximum  of 
despatch  and  with  a  minimum  of  deduction  for  administration  charges,  and  to  the 
well-grounded  belief  that  we  are  working  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Naval 
and  Military  Authorities  in  every  area  of  the  War.  The  ever-increasing  number  of  soldiers 
who  are  able  to  speak  at  first-hand  of  the  value  of  our  work  must  also  be  a  factor 
in  gaining  sympathy  and  support,  particularly  from  the  smaller  subscribers  who 
to-day  are  providing  the  greater  part  of  our  monej^. 

We  again  tender  our  thanks  to  The  Times  for  the  incalculable  help  rendered  to  us 
in  bringing  our  work,  day  by  clay,  to  the  notice  of  the  British  people  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  in  acknowledging,  free  of  charge,  the  donations  we  have  received.  We  also  wish 
to  thank  the  Press  generally  for  their  constant  and  generous  support  of  our  work. 

Interest,  £62,692  15s.  gd. — We  have  explained  above  how  the  large  amount  of 
interest  has  been  earned. 

Gifts  of  Stores,  £139,664  13s.  3d. — It  will  be  seen  that  the  public  is  still  most 
generous  with  gifts  in  kind. 

Management  Expenses. — In  the  following  table  we  give  a  comparison  of  the 
ratio  of  our  Management  Expenses  to  our  Income  for  the  years  1915  and  1916,  and, 
as  we  think  the  figure  is  of  interest,  we  also  show  the  ratio  of  our  Management 
Expenses  to  our  Expenditure.

We  considered  it  satisfactory  last  year  that  we  were  able  to  keep  these  Manage- 
ment Expenses  to  such  a  low  figure  as  47d.  in  the  £  on  our  Income.  In  view  of  the 
all-round  increase  in  expenses,  and  of  the  inevitable  decrease  in  the  number  of  our 
voluntary  workers,  we  direct  attention  to  what  we  trust  will  be  regarded  as  econ- 
omical administration. 

Detailed  information  as  to  the  ratio  of  Management  Expenses  to  Income  of  all  our 
Funds  will  be  found  on  page  114. 

A  great  difference  will  be  noted  between  the  sums  expended  in  1915  and  in  1916 
on    rent,    rates,    etc,      This  is  partly  explained    by    the    fact  that  in   1915  a 
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generous  donor  defrayed  the  rent  of  our  Head  Office,  and  partly  by  the  need  for 
extended   accommodation  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  growth  of  our  organisation. 

Acknowledgment  must  again  be  made  of  the  generosity  of  the  Eastern  Telegraph 
Company  who,  in  spite  of  the  great  increase  of  our  work  abroad,  have  continued  to 
allow  us  to  send,  free  of  charge,  messages  relating  to  our  work  over  all  parts  of  their 
system.  But  for  this  privilege  our  management  expenses  would  have  been  materially 
higher. 

Cost  of  Appeals,  £14,774  6s. — Considering  the  increase  in  our  Income,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  there  should  have  been  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  Appeals  issued  on 
our  behalf.  One  of  the  chief  works  of  the  Collections  Committee  has  been  the  organisation 
of  collections  amongst  trades  and  industries,  from  which  source  a  great  part  of  our 
revenue  has  been  derived.  Of  the  auxiliary  Appeals  the  greatest  is  still  the  British 
Farmers'  Red  Cross  Fund,  which  was  conceived  and  organised  by  Mr.  Herbert  Brown. 
This  Fund  has  yielded  up  to  20th  October  £393,698.  The  Accounts  are  shown  on 
page  92.  The  expense  of  raising  this  sum  must  be  considered  small  when  it  is 
remembered  that  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Brown  and  his  representatives  has  been  necessary 
to  organise  and  address  local  Sales  and 'Collections  in  every  part  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
The  cost  could  certainly  not  have  been  kept  so  low  but  for  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Brown 
in  defraying  his  travelling  expenses. 

Other  notable  collections  are  those  of  Captain  Dennis  Bayley,  which  principally 
affects  the  Coal  Owners  and  Coal  Miners,  and  of  the  Meat  and  Allied  Trades  organised 
by  Mr.  Gordon  Campbell.  There  are  other  organised  collections  from  which  our  funds 
have  derived  great  benefit,  but  they  are  too  numerous  for  inclusion  in  detail.  The 
Accounts  of  the  principal  Funds  are  set  out  on  pages  92  to  97,  and  we  refer  to  them 
later  in  this  Report. 

The  total  amount  collected  by  the  British  Farmers'  Red  Cross  Fund  is  brought 
into  our  books,  and  we  refund  the  expenses  which  appear  in  our  accounts  under  this 
heading.  The  proceeds  of  the  two  other  appeals  are  remitted  after  deduction  of  the 
expenses. 

Stores. — The  Management  Expenses  show  a  slight  decrease  and  their  ratio  to  the 
stores  handled  is  2"i%.  On  the  other  hand,  the  cost  of  handling  stores  valued  at 
nearly  half  a  million  pounds  has  been  greater  than  it  was  last  year ;  even  so,  it  only 
represents  about  5 "2%  on  the  values  handled.  The  increase  is  explained  by  the  higher 
rate  of  wages  paid,  the  extra  warehouse  accommodation  required,  and  the  larger  amount 
of  stores  issued. 

Grants :  Votes  of  Cash  and  Stores  to  Auxiliary  and  other  Bodies,  £158,349  8s.  nd.— 
A  list  of  these  votes  will  be  found  on  page  74.  In  1915  they  amounted  to 
£33,892  ;  in  the  year  ending  20th  October,  1916,  they  reached  the  very  high  figure  of 
£158,349.  There  is  evidence  here  that  the  Public  is  becoming  less  willing  to  support 
the  smaller  War  Charities  and  is  looking  more  and  more  to  the  Joint  Committee  to 
investigate,  and,  if  found  satisfactory,  to  subsidize  such  undertakings.  We  make  most 
careful  enquiries  before  voting  any  grant,  and  require  that  the  audited  accounts  of  all 
Charities  which  we  support  shall  be  periodically  submitted  to  us.  In  some  cases,  where 
the  Charity  has  been  approved,  the  whole  organisation  has  subsequently  been  merged 
in  the  general  work  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

In  view  of  the  constant  demands  which  the  Military  Authorities  make  upon  the 
County  Red  Cross  organisations  to  provide  increased  hospital  accommodation,  and  the 
consequent  addition  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  County  Directors,  we  have,  since  the 
close  of  our  financial  year,  notified  the  Counties  that  we  are  prepared,  where  cause  is 
shown,  to  assist  them  in  their  war  work  by  grants  from  our  Fund,    Our  organised 
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collections  must  in  many  cases  drain  the  local  resources  of  the  Count}',  and  it  seems  to  us 
proper  to  acknowledge  this  fact.  It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  to  what  sum  the 
expenditure  under  this  head  will  amount. 

Supplementary  Grants  of  Cash  and  Stores  to  Branches  and  Departments  under  Control 
of  the  Joint  Committee. — £669,073  10s.  iod. — This  figure  shows  the  grants  made  out  of 
the  General  Fund  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Commissioners  abroad,  and  to  other 
branches  and  departments  of  our  work.  The  expenditure  is  in  excess  of  the  previous 
year,  but  this  is  only  to  be  expected.  We  deal  with  the  way  in  which  this  money  has 
been  spent  in  our  comments  on  the  various  Funds  which  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Part  III. 

Expenditure  on  Red  Cross  Units,  etc. — £106,274  16s.  id.- — The  great  increase  in  this 
expenditure  is  due  mainly  to  three  items.  In  the  first  place,  we  have  under  the 
heading  "  Auxiliary  Military  Hospitals  "  returned  to  the  Counties  a  sum  of  nearly  £30,000 
out  of  the  Church  Collections  received  by  us.  This  return  was  made  in  accordance  with 
a  promise  that,  where  good  reason  was  shown,  50  per  cent,  of  such  collections  would 
be  repaid  to  the  districts  whence  they  came. 

The  second  grant,  also  made  to  the  Auxiliary  Home  Hospitals,  is  shown  under  the 
heading  of  "Home  Expenditure;  mainly  hospital  personnel."  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  details  of  the  expenditure  as  set  out  on  page  78,  that  £29,441  was  expended  in 
paying  the  salaries  of  Personnel  working  in  England,  chiefly  of  nurses  engaged  and 
paid  by  the  Joint  Committee  but  employed  in  the  Auxiliary  Home  Hospitals.  No  Hospital 
of  less  than  20  beds  is  entitled  to  the  free  services  of  a  nurse  ;  hospitals  of  over  20  beds  and 
under  40  are  entitled  to  one  nurse  ;  of  over  40  beds  and  under  70,  to  two  nurses  ;  of 
over  70  and  under  100,  to  three  nurses  ;  and  over  too  beds,  to  four  nurses.  We  have 
supplied  under  this  arrangement  2,224  nurses. 

The  third  item  is  a  grant  of  £30,373,  made  to  the  Indian  Branch,  on  which  we  comment 
later. 

Other  Expenditure. — £50,000. — We  have  already  referred  to  the  Reserve  for 
Contingencies  in  our  remarks  upon  the  Balance  Sheet. 

The  final  balance  on  the  General  Fund  is  £986,506  os.  6d.,  as  compared  with 
£85,605  is.  8d.  in  the  previous  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  Funds  which  follow,  we  have  tried  to  make  the  accounts  self- 
explanatory,  but  we  offer  certain  observations  where  they  appear  to  us  to  be  called  for. 

FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM  FUND.  1S-19] 

The  main  feature  of  the  expenditure  on  this  Fund  is  its  decrease  as  compared  with 
1915.  The  reduction  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Military  Authorities,  with  the 
development  of  their  own  organisation,  have  taken  over  certain  of  our  activities,  and 
have  thus  lessened  our  expenditure  on  personnel.  The  demands  on  our  Stores  Depart- 
ment during  the  months  of  July,  August,  September,  and  October,  when  the  Battle  of 
the  Somme  was  in  progress,  were  very  heavy,  the  issues  averaging  over  £16,000  per 
month.  Neither  in  this  Account  nor  in  any  other  has  the  cost  of  billeting  our  staff 
abroad  been  included  as  part  of  the  Management  Expenses  ;  it  figures  more  properly 
under  "Personnel  :  Subsistence,"  and  will  be  found  there. 

EGYPT,  MALTA,  AND  NEAR  EAST  FUND.    [Pages  20-2,] 

The  work  of  this  Commission,  which  last  year  had  only  just  begun,  is  widespread, 
and  the  expenditure  has  largely  increased,  especially  in  connection  with  hospitals  under 
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the  control  of  the  Commission  in  Egypt  and  Malta.  Some  explanation  is  necessary  of 
the  receipts  taken  at  Red  Cross  units.  We  have  been  asked  to  provide  kitchens,  canteens 
in  hospitals,  and  other  works  of  the  kind,  but  have  not  been  allowed  to  supply  these 
services  free  of  charge  to  the  wounded,  lest  we  should  interfere  with  the  canteen  and 
army  arrangements.  We  have,  therefore,  been  obliged  to  charge  a  small  fee  for  all 
provisions  supplied,  and  this  money,  although  applied  to  local  Red  Cross  work,  is  neces- 
sarily brought  into  the  Accounts. 

The  great  extension  of  our  hospital  services  in  Egypt  and  Malta  explains  the  increase 
in  the  Army  Capitation  Grants  from  ,£13,097  to  £72,456.  The  Military  Authorities 
in  this  area  prefer  to  pay  us  a  Capitation  Grant  per  day  per  patient,  rather  than  supply 
us  with  rations,  as  is  done  in  France.  We  made  an  attempt  to  value  the  rations  supplied 
in  other  areas  of  the  war,  but  the  difficulties  were  so  great  that  the  idea  of  bringing 
in  any  estimate  was  abandoned. 

MESOPOTAMIA  FUND.    [Pages  22-23] 

Our  expenditure  under  this  head  is  practically  confined  to  the  past  year  :  there  can 
be  no  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  because  our  activities  on  the  Tigris  had  not  then 
begun.  Before  the  need  for  help  became  publicly  known,  we  wished  to  send  out  a  Com- 
missioner, but  certain  obstacles  were  raised.  Finally,  however,  upon  an  urgent  call, 
a  member  of  this  Committee  started  at  30  hours'  notice,  and  proceeded  to  Mesopotamia, 
collecting  en  route  stores  and  personnel  from  our  Mediterranean  Commissions.  There 
is  abundant  evidence  that  the  work  thus  begun  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
sick  and  wounded,  while  in  no  area  of  our  activities  has  the  work  been  carried  out  under 
greater  difficulties  of  climate  and  circumstance.  Moreover,  in  July  last,  part  of  our 
camp  at  Basra  was  destroyed  by  fire,  entailing  a  loss  of  valuable  stores  which  had  proved 
to  be  uninsurable  with  any  English  office.  All  the  papers  were  burnt,  and  it  was  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  that  the  necessaiy  information  was  collected  on  which  to  base 
these  returns. 

The  difficulties  of  the  work  of  our  Commissioner  were  not  lessened  by  his  nomination 
on  his  arrival  at  Bombay  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  appointed  to  enquire  into 
the  medical  arrangements  in  Mesopotamia.  This  entailed  his  return  with  his  colleagues 
from  the  latter  country  to  India  as  soon  as  sufficient  information  had  been  obtained  on 
which  to  base  their  report. 

Our  Commissioner's  stay  in  India  afforded  him  the  opportunity  to  negotiate  with 
the  authorities  in  that  country  for  the  formation  of  an  Indian  Branch  of  the  Joint 
Committee,  in  which  the  war  activities  of  the  Indian  Branch  of  the  Order  of  St.  John 
should  be  merged.  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  took  a  prominent  part  in  bringing  about 
this  amalgamation,  and  is  himself  President  of  our  Indian  Branch.  The  Chairman  of 
its  Executive  Committee  is  Sir  Pardey  Lukis,  Director-General  of  the  Indian  Medical 
Service  ;  the  Vice- Chairman,  Major  H.  A.  I,.  Hepper,  R.E.,  Agent  of  the  Great  Indian 
Peninsular  Railway,  is  acting  as  Hon.  Superintendent  of  the  Bombay  Stores,  the  Depot 
for  all  goods  going  to  Mesopotamia. 

A  Financial  Representative  was  appointed  to  India  in  order  to  advise  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  two  Societies  should  be  brought  together  and 
administered,  and  to  organise  the  sending  in  of  the  returns  to  England.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  Accounts  of  the  Indian  Branch  appearing  on  pages  84 — 87,  the  Joint  Committee 
made  a  Preliminary  Grant  of  £30,000  to  support  this  work,  and  handed  over  the  balances 
in  the  hands  of  their  Commissioner. 

SALONIKA   FUND.     [Pages  24-25I 

The  whole  of  the  work  of  this  Fund  belongs  to  the  year  ending  20th  October,  1916. 
As  in  Mesopotamia,  the  work  is  carried  on  under  great  pressure  and  difficult  conditions. 
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Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  personnel  serving  the  Joint  Committee  in  both  countries. 
Their  health  has  suffered,  and  nothing  but  their  zeal  and  self-sacrifice  has  enabled 
them  to  carry  out  our  work. 

SERBIA  AND  MONTENEGRO  FUND.  26-29] 

The  rutstanding  advances  which  were  referred  to  in  our  last  Report  have  now 
been  satisfactorily  accounted  for,  and  the  expenditure  has  been  distributed  among  the 
proper  accounts. 

Our  expenditure  in  these  countries  is  considerably  less  than  that  of  the  preceding 
year.  The  decrease  is  explained  by  the  almost  entire  cessation  for  the  time  being  of  hos- 
tilities and  of  Red  Cross  work  both  in  Serbia  and  Montenegro.  In  September  a  Hospital 
Unit  was  sent  out  to  a  section  of  the  Serbian  Army,  which  was  reported  to  be  fighting 
with  the  Russian  Army  in  the  Caucasus,  and  a  sum  of  £10,000  was  voted  for  this  purpose. 
Unfortunately,  this  Unit  was  unable  to  get  into  touch  with  the  Serbian  Army,  and  is  at 
present  working  with  the  Russians.  We  are  glad  to  know  from  the  reports  which  we 
receive  that  it  is  now  giving  valuable  help  to  our  Allies. 

EAST  AFRICA  FUND.  30-31] 

A  Commissioner  was  despatched  to  Mombasa  last  March,  when  hostilities  in  East 
Africa  were  developing,  taking  with  him  stores  and  personnel.  We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  activities  of  this  small  Commission  have  proved  of  great  use.  We  have 
had  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  South  African  Red  Cross  in  our  work  in  East  Africa. 

ITALY  FUND.    [Page,  32-33] 

Our  work  in  this  area  is  chief!}-  that  of  ambulance  service,  and,  as  our  expenditure 
on  all  motor  ambulance  work  is  dealt  with  under  the  Transport  of  Wounded  Fund, 
our  full  expenditure  in  Italy  is  not  shown  under  this  Italy  Fund.  We  draw  particular 
attention  to  the  very  small  management  expenses  which  are  incurred  by  this  Commission. 

ROUMANIA  FUND.    [Pages  34-35] 

A  Grant  of  £20,000  was  made  to  this  Fund  shortly  before  the  end  of  our  financial 
year,  and  the  expenditure  can  only  be  dealt  with  in  our  next  Accounts..  A  Hospital 
Unit  with  large  supplies  of  stores  was  despatched,  in  spite  of  the  utmost  difficulty  of 
transport,  and  is  at  present  working  at  Jassy. 

A  representative  of  the  Joint  Committee  went  to  Southern  Russia  and  Roumania 
immediately  on  the  declaration  of  war  by  the  latter  country,  and  spent  several  months 
in  investigating  the  best  methods  by  which  help  could  be  rendered  to  our  Allies. 

TRANSPORT  OF  WOUNDED  FUND.  [^36-39] 

This  Account  is  divided  into  (a)  Purchase  and  Equipment  of  Ambulances,  Cars,  etc.; 
(b)  Upkeep  of  Ambulances,  Cars,  etc.  ;  (c)  Dennis  Bayley  Fund,  (a)  shows  a  consider- 
able reduction,  because  the  bulk  of  the  capital  outlay  fell  in  the  year  1915. 
(b)  approximates  closely  to  the  expenditure  of  the  previous  year,  but  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  cost  of  personnel  is  reduced  by  £23,000,  largely  for  the  same  reason  as  that  given 
for  the  reduction  in  the  France  and  Belgium  Fund.  As  already  stated,  the  whole  of 
our  expenditure  on  Transport  of  Wounded  work  at  home  and  abroad  is  brought  into 
this  account  or  into  one  or  other  of  the  two  Funds  immediately  following.  (<•)  We 
have  received  very  substantial  help  from  this  Fund,  which,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
of  its  donors,  has  been  used  mainly  for  the  Transport  of  Wounded.    The  Management 
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Expenses  shown  in  this  Account  relate  only  to  certain  charges  incurred  at  Head  Office. 
The  full  costs  of  the  Collection  are  shown  on  page  94  in  the  Accounts  rendered  by  Captain 
Dennis  Bayley  ;  the  actual  cost  of  administering  this  money  appears  under  the  General 
Fund,  and  the  other  Funds  to  which  the  Grants  have  been  made. 

MOTOR  BOATS  FUND;    HOSPITAL  SHIPS  FUND.  40-43] 

Some  idea  of  the  development  of  our  Motor  Boat  service  may  be  gained  from 
a  comparison  of  the  register  of  Motor  Boats  in  last  year's  Report  with  that  in  the  present 
Report.  Almost  all  our  boats  are  working  in  Mesopotamia,  and  we  know  that  they  have 
been  of  inestimable  value  in  carrying  hospital  stores  to  various  stations  on  the  Tigris, 
and  in  transporting  Sick  and  Wounded. 

The  Hospital  Ships  Fund  is  also  managed  by  the  same  Department. 

£20,000  of  the  1915  "  Our  Day  "  Collection  in  Scotland  has  been  allocated,  by 
agreement,  to  the  Scottish  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  for  them  to  build  a 
Hospital  Ship  for  the  Tigris  to  be  called  St.  Margaret  of  Scotland.  We  have  not  yet  been 
called  upon  to  make  a  payment  in  respect  of  this  ship. 

The  Hospital  Ship  Nabha  was  built  in  England  with  funds  mainly  provided  by  the 
United  Provinces  of  India.  The  ship  was  sent  out  in  sections  to  Bombay,  where  a 
special  engineering  staff  from  England  is  engaged  in  putting  her  together.  Particulars 
of  the  dimensions  of  the  ship  are  given  on  page  110. 

The  Start  Bay,  which  has  been  employed  for  the  transport  of  Red  Cross 
Stores  in  the  Eastern  Mediterranean,  was,  with  the  permission  of  the  donors,  sold  to 
the  Italian  Government  when  the  Dardanelles  Expedition  came  to  an  end.  The  donors 
authorised  the  application  of  the  proceeds  to  the  general  work  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Management  Expenses  of  this  Department  are  negligible. 

HOSPITAL  TRAINS  FUND.  44-45] 
There  has  been  no  further  capital  outlay  under  this  Fund. 

BRITISH  RED  CROSS  HOSPITAL,  NETLEY.    [/^  46-47] 

ST.  JOHN  AMBULANCE  BRIGADE  HOSPITAL.  48-49] 

These  two  great  Hospitals  continue  to  render  immense  service  to  the  sick  and 
wounded.  They  are  spoken  of  in  high  terms  by  the  Military  Authorities,  and  reflect 
the  greatest  credit  upon  those  who  are  responsible  for  their  management.  During  the 
heaviest  fighting  on  the  Somme,  the  establishments  of  both  these  Hospitals  had  to  be 
largely  increased,  and  were,  even  then,  taxed  to  the  uttermost. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  in  the  case  of  the  Netley  Red  Cross  Hospital,  707  beds 
are  maintained  by  sympathisers,  drawn  not  only  from  the  whole  of  the  British  Empire 
but  from  every  part  of  the  world. 

We  are  precluded  at  present  from  giving  statistics  of  patients  in  these  or  any  other 
of  our  hospitals  at  home  or  abroad. 

THE  KING  GEORGE  HOSPITAL  FUND,  LONDON.   [Pa^s  50-51] 

On  the  expiration,  in  June,  1916,  of  the  agreement  under  which  the  Joint  Committee 
contributed  ^500  a  week  towards  the  cost  of  the  civilian  personnel,  the  agreement  was 
renewed  until  the  end  of  the  war.  The  staff  supplied  by  the  Joint  Committee  has 
continued  to  render  the  same  good  service  as  in  the  preceding  year. 
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PUBLIC  SCHOOLS'  HOSPITAL  FUND.  [*«w5*-53l 


On  the  closing  last  June  of  the  Public  Schools'  Hospital  (Dorchester  House,  Park 
Lane),  the  Public  Schools'  Committee  devoted  its  funds  to  two  Huts  at  the  Red  Cross 
Hospital  (for  Men) , Netley,  and  to  two  Wards  at  the  No.  2  Red  Cross  Hospital  (for  Officers), 
Rouen. 

ENTERIC  HOSPITAL  FUND,  CALAIS.    {PaSes  54-55] 
This  Hospital  continues  to  be  maintained  by  the  British  Farmers'  Red  Cross  Fund. 

RED  CROSS  AUXILIARY  HOSPITALS  FOR  OFFICERS'  FUND.  56-57] 

This  Department  was  taken  over  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  on  the  1st 
November,  1915,  since  when  its  work  has  been  greatly  extended.  Wounded  officers  are 
either  received  in  special  Homes  or  treated  independently  outside  such  Homes. 

MONTFLEURI  HOSPITAL,  MENTONE.     [Pups  58-59] 

This  institution  was  closed  last  Spring,  and  the  Joint  Committee  decided  that  the 
difficulties  of  controlling  Hospitals  or  Convalescent  Homes  at  so  great  a  distance  from 
the  Pleadquarters  of  the  Commission  made  it  undesirable  for  us  to  open  others. 

CENTRAL  PRISONERS  OF  WAR  FUND.    {Pages 60-61] 
PARCELS  FOR  PRISONERS  OF  WAR  IN  GERMANY  FUND.   [/'^ 62-63] 

RELATIVES'  VISITS  TO  PRISONERS  OF  WAR.    IPages  62-63] 

PRISONERS'  PARCELS  INVESTIGATION  FUND.    {Pages 64-65] 

In  the  summer  of  last  year  a  general  desire  arose  to  prevent  waste  and  overlapping 
in  the  supply  of  food  and  comforts  to  British  Prisoners  of  War  in  enemy  countries.  In 
order  to  ascertain  the  facts,  we  obtained  permission  to  examine  and  record  every  parcel 
sent  out  to  prisoners  during  the  fortnight  from  28th  June  to  nth  July.  We  provided 
a  staff  of  over  800  for  this  work,  and  the  result  showed  that  the  methods  employed 
were  not  economical,  that  some  prisoners  received  too  much  and  others  too  little,  and 
that  a  great  amount  of  food  never  arrived,  or,  if  it  did  arrive,  had  deteriorated  so  much 
as  to  be  worthless.  The  cost  of  this  enquiry  was  ^397  16s.  yd.  As  a  result,  the  Joint 
Committee  was  asked  to  establish  a  central  bureau  for  the  control  of  all  parcels  sent  to 
Prisoners,  and  a  separate  Committee  has  been  set  up  to  deal  with  this  work,  which  is  one 
of  the  greatest  magnitude.  As,  however,  the  work  of  this  Committee  did  not  come  into 
full  force  until  the  1st  December,  the  accounts  do  not  reflect  the  expenditure  which  is 
now  being  incurred.  We  believe  that  this  is  a  branch  of  our  work  which  the  Public 
desire  to  see  thorough^  and  efficiently  carried  out,  whatever  the  expense  may  be. 

The  small  Department  which  we  formerly  had  for  supplying  certain  prisoners 
in  Germany  who  were  not  otherwise  provided  for,  has  now  been  merged  in  the 
Central  Committee. 

In  response  to  a  public  demand,  the  Joint  Committee  has  undertaken  to  organise 
visits  by  relatives  to  Prisoners  of  War  interned  in  Switzerland.  Generous  contributions 
have  been  received  for  this  purpose.  The  work,  which  was  only  started  towards  the 
close  of  our  financial  year,  is  now  fully  organised,  and  two  parties  of  relatives  are  escorted 
weekly  to  and  from  Switzerland. 
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ST.  JOHN  WAREHOUSE    FUND.    [Pages  64-6S] 


Admirable  work  is  carried  on  at  this  Warehouse  in  the  supplying  of  stores  to  the 
Auxiliary  Hospitals  in  Great  Britain.  The  value  of  the  gifts  of  stores,  which  was  not 
available  last  year,  is  now  included  for  the  years  1915  and  1916.  The  reduction  in 
stores  issued  during  1916  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  certain  hospitals  in  France, 
previoushy  supplied  from  these  Stores,  are  now  supplied  from  Pall  Mall.  The  cost  of 
handling  and  managing  only  amounts  to  /X074  5s.  nd.,  or  3'56  per  cent.,  equal  to  8Ad. 
in  the  £. 

JOINT  V.A.I).   FUND.    [Pages  66-67] 

A  Joint  V.  A. D.  Committee  came  into  existence  during  the  past  financial  }rear,  and  links 
Headquarters  at  home  and  abroad  with  the  County  Directors  and  Voluntary  Aid 
Detachments  in  this  country.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  expenditure  on  this  Fund  is 
administrative,  and  the  value  of  the  work  cannot  be  judged  from  any  statement  of  its 
cost. 

In  connection  with  this  Department,  and  at  the  request  of  the  War  Office,  the 
Accounts  of  all  the  Auxiliary  Military  Hospitals  in  Great  Britain  for  the  year  1915  were 
collected,  tabulated,  and  issued  in  statistical  form.  It  was  found  that  the  cost  of  the 
patients  for  1915  averaged  £1  2s.  gd.  per  patient  per  week.  The  effects  of  this  work  have 
been  far-reaching,  and  the  War  Office,  with  a  view  to  further  economies,  have 
asked  the  Joint  Committee  to  advise  them  on  all  matters  connected  with  the  finance  of 
these  Hospitals.  The  Accounts  for  the  year  1916  are  now  being  prepared,  and  will  be 
published  in  due  course. 

CENTRAL  WORK  ROOMS  FUND.    {Pages  68-69] 

This  Central  Bod)*  co-ordinates  the  work  of  1,530  Focal  Committees  engaged  in 
making  surgical  and  medical  requisites  and  hospital  garments,  and  there  are,  in  addition, 
a  large  number  of  ladies  working  daily  at  the  Central  Rooms.  By  the  kindness  of  the 
President  and  Council  of  the  Ro}Tal  Academy,  accommodation  has  been  provided,  free 
of  charge,  at  Burlington  House  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

AUSTRALIAN  IMPERIAL  FORCES  IN  EGYPT  FUND.    [Pago 70-7O 

By  this  Branch  of  our  work  we  seek  to  return  in  some  measure  the  generosity  of 
Australia.  vSo  long  as  the  Dardanelles  Expedition  continued,  quantities  of  stores  were 
supplied  to  the  Australian  Hospitals  in  Egypt,  and  to  the  ships  taking  wounded  back 
to  Australia. 

CONVALESCENT  CAMPS  FUND.    [Pages  70-71] 

Grants  of  stores  and  comforts  are  made  from  this  Fund  to  Convalescent  Camps 
throughout  England. 

THAMES  RIVER  TRIPS  FUND.    [Pages  72-73] 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Port  of  Fondon  Authority,  and  of  many  private 
donors,  the  work  of  providing  trips  on  the  Thames  during  the  summer  months  for  wounded 
soldiers  from  Fondon  Hospitals  has  been  carried  on  without  charge  to  the  Joint  Committee. 

REPAIR  OF  ROADS  IN  BOULOGNE  FUND.    [Pages  72-n] 

The  object  for  which  this  Fund  was  created  no  longer  exists,  and  the  balance  has 
been  brought  into  the  General  Fund. 
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COMPASSIONATE  FUND  (RED  CROSS  PERSONNEL).  [^72-73] 

We  have  added  to  the  grant  of  £2,500  made  in  1915  a  further  sum  of  £20,000.  The 
Fund  exists  to  meet  any  proper  claims  made  by  those  of  our  staff  and  personnel  who  are 
not  covered  by  insurance,  and  with  a  roll  numbering  nearly  6,000,  it  is  satisfactory  that 
the  claims  have  so  far  been  so  small. 

SCHEDULE  OF  VOTES  TO  AUXILIARY  AND  OTHER  BODIES.    [P^e  74] 

The  varied  nature  of  our  grants  is  evident  from  this  Schedule.  It  was  with  great 
pleasure  that  we  responded  to  an  appeal  made  by  the  French  Red  Cross  through  its 
London  Committee,  and  that  we  granted  them  £25,000  in  stores.

PART  III. 

Details  of  the  Expenditure  on  certain  Units  working  under 

the  Joint  Committee. 

GENERAL  FUND.    [Pages  78-97] 

We  think  that  the  accounts  of  Unit  expenditure  in  this  part  of  our  Statement  are 
self-explanatory.  We  shall,  therefore,  make  no  comment,  except  where  further  informa- 
tion may  enable  the  Public  better  to  appreciate  the  nature  of  our  work. 

Enquiries  for  Missing  and  Wounded  Department  (page  78). — Considering  the  value  of 
this  work,  and  that  branches  of  the  Department  are  established  with  numerous  workers  in 
every  theatre  of  the  war,  and  at  all  important  bases  at  home  and  abroad,  the  expenditure, 
although  much  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  is  remarkably  low.  The  chief  item  is 
printing,  and  the  cost  of  the  publication  of  the  lists  of  missing  has  been  considered  often 
by  us  ;  we  feel,  however,  that  it  is  a  necessary  expenditure. 

Auxiliary  Military  Hospitals  for  Officers,  etc.  (pages  80 — 81). — We  have  already 
explained  that  we  are  precluded  from  publishing  statistics  relating  to  patients  treated  at 
our  Hospitals  ;  the  Accounts  here  presented  show  only  the  total  cost  of  the  Auxiliary 
Hospitals  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Joint  War  Committee. 

We  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  excellent  work  carried  on  at  the  Facial  Hospital, 
Brook  Street.  It  has  encouraged  us  to  open  another  such  Hospital  as  an  Auxiliary 
to  the  King  George  Hospital. 

War  Library  (pages  82 — 83). — In  this  branch  of  our  work,  as  in  many  others,  we 
began  hx  making  grants  to  an  admirable  Institution,  and  were  subsequently  asked  to 
assume  the  entire  responsibility  for  its  finance.  In  all  such  cases  we  take  over  the 
control  of  the  accounts,  and  appoint  one  representative  or  more  on  the  Committee  of 
Management.  The  present  output  of  the  Library  is  over  100,000  books  per  month, 
exclusive  of  magazines,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  purchase,  packing  and  despatch  of 
these  books  is  in  the  best  possible  hands. 
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Indian  Branch  Joint  War  Committee,  Simla  and  Bombay  (pages  84 — 87). — For  the 
purposes  of  our  Accounts,  the  2nd  August  has  been  taken  as  the  date  on  which  the 
Indian  Branch  of  the  Joint  Committee  came  into  existence.  We  have  already  explained 
the  formation  of  this  Branch,  and  the  Accounts,  which  are  here  set  out  in  detail,  do  not 
require  any  further  comment.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  St.  John  Ambulance  War 
Section  in  India  has  handed  over  to  the  Indian  General  Fund  a  sum  of  £29,684  7s.  8d. 

Red  Cross  Clinic  for  Physical  Treatment  of  Disabled  Soldiers  (pages  88 — 89). — This 
Clinic,  which  is  well  equipped  with  whirlpool  and  other  baths  of  the  latest  type,  was 
taken  over  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  1st  October  last. 

Red  Cross  Gift  House  (pages  go — 91). — This  branch  of  the  Collections  Committee, 
which  up  to  the  date  of  these  Accounts  has  contributed  £9,656  to  our  funds,  was 
only  open  for  4^  months,  and  afforded  a  new  means  by  which  money  could  be  raised 
for  Red  Cross  work. 

London  Ambulance  Column  (page  92). — The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  help 
in  the  admirable  work  done  by  this  Ambulance  Column,  to  which  is  entrusted  the 
transport  of  wounded  to  all  Hospitals  in  the  Fondon  area. 

British  Farmers  Red  Cross  Fund  (pages  92 — 93). — The  cost  of  collecting  £407,042 
has  been  £4,394,  or  just  over  1  per  cent.  Considering  the  wide  area  from  which  the 
money  has  been  drawn,  this  expenditure  is  entirely  satisfactorj''.  The  money  has  been 
handed  over  promptly  to  the  Joint  Committee,  and  has  been  allocated  in  accordance 
with  the  .Schedule  which  immediately  follows  the  Accounts. 

Dennis  Bavley  Fund  (pages  94 — 95). — The  smallness  of  the  cost  of  collecting  the 
Dennis  Bayley  Fund  is  due  to  the  generosity  of  Captain  Dennis  Bayley,  who  has 
personally  defrayed  a  great  part  of.  the  expenses  of  travelling  and  organisation. 

Meat  and  Allied  Trades  Red  Cross  Appeal  (pages  96 — 97). — The  Accounts  of  this 
Fund,  which  were  made  up  and  audited  to  31st  December,  1916,  are  included  in  this 
Report  because  we  show  in  our  receipts  a  sum  of  £100,000  received  from  this  source. 
The  Committee  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Gordon  Campbell  and  his  colleagues  for  the 
energy  and  generosity  which  they  have  shown  in  organising  this  Collection. 

FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM.    [/>,,?«  98-103] 

We  do  not  profess  in  this  Statement  of  Unit  Expenditure  to  account  for  the  whole 
cost  of  our  work  in  France  and  Belgium,  but  we  think  that  particulars  of  some  of  the 
more  important  Units  and  Branches  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Public. 

Enquiries  for  Missing  and  Wounded  [page  98). — We  have  already  pointed  out  that 
the  comparatively  small  expenditure  on  this  branch  gives  no  idea  of  the  amount  of 
detailed  work  which  is  involved. 

Hotel  Dcs  Anglais,  Lc  Touquet  (page  98). — This  hostel  for  relatives  visiting  wounded 
in  the  hospitals  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Be  Touquet  has  proved  of  great  value.  No 
charge  is  made  to  visitors,  but  their  donations  have  paid  practically  all  the  housekeep- 
ing expenses.    The  Rent  and  Administrative  charges  are  borne  by  the  Joint  Committee. 

Photographs  of  Graves  (page  99). — We  continue  to  provide  and  pay  for  photographs 
of  graves  ;  the  registration  of  the  graves,  and  the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  cemeteries,  have 
been  taken  over  by  the  Army. 

Hospital  and  Stores  Depots  (page  99). — The  No.  2  Red  Cross  Hospital  at  Rouen  for 
Officers  is  spoken  of  very  highly  both  by  the  patients  and  by  the  Military  Authorities. 
Two  of  its  wards  are  maintained  by  the  Public  Schools'  Hospital  Committee,  and  of  its 
200  beds  80  are  maintained  by  subscribers  at  home  and  abroad, 
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The  Headquarters  of  our  Stores  in  France  and  of  all  our  work  under  the  France 
and  Belgium  Commission  is  at  Boulogne.  It  has  been  found  necessary,  in  order  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  wounded  at  the  actual  Front,  to  have  Advance  Stores  Depots  ;  and 
particulars  of  the  expenditure  at  certain  of  these  Depots  are  given.  The  furniture  and 
equipment  received  from  Headquarters,  Boulogne,  relate  only  to  the  equipment  of  our 
personnel,  and  to  the  furnishing  of  buildings  from  which  our  work  is  carried  on.  In 
addition  to  the  Cash  Advances  shown  here,  the  values  of  stores  issued  during  the  past 
year  from  two  of  these  Depots  are  as  follows  : —

The  importance  of  the  help  thus  rendered  at  Regimental  Aid  Posts  and  at  Casualty 
Clearing  Stations  has  been  acknowledged  by  Sir  Arthur  Sloggett  and  by  some  of  the 
leading  consultants  in  France. 

Motor  Convoys  and  Ambulance  Trains  {page  100). — The  gallantry  under  fire  of  the 
personnel  of  our  Motor  Convoys  has  been  recognised  more  than  once.  The  Convoys 
working  under  Colonel  Barry  serve  with  the  French  Army,  and  three  Convoys  and 
several  of  their  members  have  been  decorated  with  the  Croix  de  Guerre.  The  cars  of 
the  Ee  Treport  and  Etretat  Convoy  are  driven  by  V.A.D.  women,  who  have  proved 
themselves  quite  equal  to  the  work,  thereby  releasing  men  for  military  service. 

Rest  Stations  {page  100). — The  chief  work  of  these  Rest  Stations  is  the  supplying  of 
comforts  and  small  luxuries  to  the  wounded  as  they  come  down  by  rail.  Some  are 
practically  small  hospitals  where  urgent  cases  can  be  treated.  The}^  are  all  run  by  V.A.D. 
members.    Here  also  the  actual  expenditure  gives  no  idea  of  the  value  of  the  work. 

Hotel  Christol,  Boulogne  {page  101). — The  Hotel  Christol  is  still  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Commission  in  France,  and  provides  the  necessary  office  accommodation  for  the 
staff.  It  has  been  found  advisable  to  provide  meals  for  the  staff,  and  the  £3,548  received 
in  payment  for  these  meals  appears  among  the  receipts.  A  number  of  our  own  personnel 
are  also  billeted  at  the  Christol,  and  this  cost  is  borne  by  the  Societies  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contracts. 

No.  8  Red  Cross  {Baltic  and  Corn  Exchange  Hospital,  Paris  Plage)  {pages  102 — 103). 
— The  members  of  the  Baltic  and  Corn  Exchange  continue  most  generously  to  defray  the 
entire  expenses  of  this  Hospital. 


EGYPT,  MALTA,  AND  THE  NEAR  EAST.  [^102-105] 

The  general  remarks  which  we  made  on  the  various  Units  of  the  France  and  Belgium 
Commission  apply  also  to  the  Unit  expenditure  of  this  Commission. 

Hospitals  {page  102). — The  Accounts  of  the  Montazah  Hospital,  which  provides 
accommodation  for  1,000  patients,  are  shown  from  its  opening  in  July,  1915,  to  6th 
October,  1916.  During  the  earlier  months  the  financing  of  the  Hospital  was  shared  by 
the  Australian  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross,  but  when  a  large  part  of  the  Australian 
and  New  Zealand  troops  were  transferred  to  France,  the  Joint  Committee  undertook  the 
whole  responsibility.  The  Saidieh  Hospital  at  Cairo  has  accommodation  for  520  patients, 
and  the  Dragonara  Hospital  at  Malta  for  19. 

Red  Cross  Kitchens  {page  104). — A  work  which  up  to  the  present  has  been  limited 
to  Egypt  and  Malta  is  that  of  Red  Cross  Kitchens.  Most  of  these  kitchens  are  attached 
to  the  large  Military  Hospitals,  and  provide  special  food  and  diets  which  would  otherwise 
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be  unobtainable.  At  the  20th  October  10  kitchens  were  opened  in  Egypt  ;  they  had 
served  during  the  year  1,155,768  Invalid  diets.  Malta,  with  6  kitchens,  had  served 
84,381. 

Australian  Hall,  Malta  {page  105). — The  management  of  the  Australian  Hall,  which 
has  been  taken  over  and  re-fitted  by  us,  is  one  of  our  most  important  activities  in  Malta. 
It  provides  a  club  for  the  large  number  of  sick  and  wounded  in  the  Island,  and  concerts 
and  entertainments  are  given  every  night.  At  the  request  of  I,ord  Methuen,  Governor 
of  Malta,  two  parties  from  Eondon  financed  by  us  have  given  concerts  at  this  Hall  and 
at  the  various  Hospitals  in  Malta. 


PART  IV. 

Registers  of  Motor  Ambulances  and  Boats,  and  Stocks  of  Stores. 

Registers,  of  Motor  Ambulances  and  Boats  {pages  108 — 110). — These  Registers  do 
not  call  for  comment. 

Stocks  of  Stores  (page  111). — The  stocks  on  hand  at  20th  October  may  seem  excessive  ; 
a  comparison,  however,  of  the  stocks  at  each  place  of  issue  (see  page  120),  with  its  turn- 
over, will  show  that  the  stock  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  represents  approximately 
three  to  four  months'  turnover. 

The  last  column  of  this  Schedule  shows  the  great  number  of  different  articles  which 
must  be  kept  in  stock,  available  at  the  shortest  notice. 


PART  V. 

Statistics,  etc. 

Schedule  showing  percentage  of  Management  Expenses  (bage  114). —  The  full  details 
are  given  in  this  Schedule,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  administration  abroad  is  con- 
trolled with  the  same  regard  to  economy  as  it  is  at  home.  In  certain  cases  where  the 
expenses  are  negligible  or  where  the  whole  or  greater  part  of  the  work  is  necessarily 
administrative,  we  have  omitted  any  calculation  because  it  would  be  misleading  to  do 
otherwise.  It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  this  year  introduced  a  fresh  calculation  based 
upon  the  ratio  of  our  Management  Expenses  to  our  total  Expenditure. 

Billeting  Statement  (page  116) . — This  statement  is  of  considerable  interest  as  showing 
the  reduction  which  has  been  effected  in  the  average  billeting  cost  per  head  by  our  appoint- 
ment of  a  special  Billeting  Officer,  and  by  the  arrangement  that  the  Army  shall  provide 
rations  for  most  of  our  drivers. 

Summary  of  Personnel  (pages  117 — 119). — If  we  were  to  include  in  this  Summary  the 
members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  who  are  serving 
in  the  Auxiliary  Home  Hospitals  of  this  country,  or  the  V.A.D.  members  who  have  taken 
up  some  form  of  Government  service,  the  total  would  be  much  larger  than  that  shown. 
The  Schedule  is  restricted  to  those  serving  directly  under  the  Joint  Committee  at  Head- 
quarters and  at  the  various  Commissions,  and  the  total  personnel  of  5,796  will  give  the 
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Public  some  idea  of  the  size  of  the  undertaking  for  which  we  are  responsible.  Of  men 
fit  for  General  Military  service  only  83  exemptions  have  been  asked  for  abroad,  and  only 
20  in  this  country  ;  practically  all  of  these  men  are  engaged  either  in  driving  motor  am- 
bulances in  the  War  Zones  or  in  the  heaviest  class  of  work  connected  with  our  Stores. 

Summary  of  Stores  Issued  (/>age  120). — This  Summary  shows  the  values  of  the 
stores  issued  from  Headquarters  and  Branches  in  England,  and  by  the  various  Com- 
missions abroad. 

We  should  have  liked  to  be  able  to  give  some  idea  of  the  enormous  quantity  of 
articles  handled.  Records  of  these  are  kept,  but  it  is  impossible  to  set  them  out  in  this 
Report.  As  evidence  of  the  amount  of  work  done  by  one  of  the  Departments  on  a 
comparatively  small  expenditure,  we  ma}-  state  that  in  the  Uniform  Department  at  Head- 
quarters complete  equipments  were  provided  for  3,346  men  comprising  63,174  garments  ; 
and  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  personnel  thus  equipped  have  to  serve  in  countries  with 
such  varying  climates  as  France  and  Italy,  Russia  and  Roumania,  Egypt,  East  Africa 
and  Mesopotamia. 


CONCLUSION. 

Following  the  precedent  set  in  last  year's  Report,  we  refrain  deliberately  from 
thanking  those  who  have  helped  the  work  of  the  Joint  Societies,  whether  by  gifts  or  by 
personal  service.  But  we  must  make  an  exception  of  the  Accountants  at  home  and 
abroad,  whose  work  concerns  us  so  directly,  for  they  labour  under  conditions  of  difficulty 
and  pressure  of  which  we  alone  are  aware. 

We  welcomed  the  passing  of  the  War  Charities  Act,  for  the  need  of  such 
legislation  designed  to  protect  the  charitable  public  had  become  apparent. 
The  Joint  War  Committee  immediately  applied  for  and  was  granted  registration  under 
the  Act. 

We  offer,  in  conclusion,  a  few  general  observations  called  forth  by  the  experience 
we  have  gained  in  the  past  two  and  a  half  years  as  the  Committee  entrusted  with  the 
control  of  the  Joint  Societies'  War  Fund. 

While  we  have  spent  over  £1,800,000  in  the  past  year,  we  have  received  a  sum 
so  much  greater  that  we  have  in  hand  to-day  a  balance  sufficient  to  meet  our 
estimated  expenses  during  the  current  year.  But,  as  no  one  can  tell  us  how  long  the 
war  will  last,  or  how  long  the  present  inflow  of  public  generosity  will  continue,  or  what 
may  be  the  amount  of  our  liabilities  when  Peace  is  declared  (and  when  our  revenue 
almost  certainly  will  cease),  reserves  such  as  we  carry  to-day  cannot  be  regarded  as 
excessive.  There  is,  moreover,  every  reason  to  suppose  that,  when  the  war  is  over  and  the 
financial  obligations  of  the  Joint  Committee  have  been  discharged,  there  will  remain  a 
choice  of  institutions  for  the  after-care  of  men  broken  in  the  war,  to  some  of  which 
any  balances  we  may  hold  could  rightly  and  properly  be  devoted. 

In  our  opinion  it  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary  to  determine  the  relative  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Government  and  of  organisations  such  as  ours  in  this  matter  of  the 
treatment  and  after-care  of  the  men  who  have  been  disabled.  The  question  is  a  very 
grave  one,  for  such  treatment  must  necessarily  be  continued  for  many  years  after  the 
war.  Its  solution  will  depend  in  great  measure  on  the  pensions  and  allowances 
granted  to  disabled  men,  but  to  a  still  greater  extent  on  the  provision  which  the  State 
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may  make  for  fitting  these  men,  so  far  as  possible,  to  take  their  part  again  in  the  civil 
work  of  the  community. 

Finally,  we  beg  to  submit  this  statement  of  our  stewardship,  in  the  confident 
belief  that  it  will  show  to  the  Public,  whose  trustees  we  are,  that  their  generosity 
is  being  applied,  faithfully  and  economically,  to  the  merciful  purpose  for  which  they 
intend  it.
